OU might think that any mu id strip a racing engine 

—that the tuner’s art is con “9 assembly. If so you 

would be only half right. To the knowledgeable tuner, 
taking an engine apart can be as important as putting it together. 
The approach when dismantling is that of an ace sleuth; re- 
building calls rather for infinite care, patience and precision. 

Who says so? Bill Lacey. You know Bill—he’s the star 
tuner responsible for the preparation of Mike Hailwood’s racing 
machines this past and phenomenally successful season. But 
Lacey’s authority goes back much farther than that. Some 30 
years or so, in fact, to the time when he was the despair of all 
his rivals in the world of speed. For in August, 1928, Lacey 
covered 103 miles in an hour at Brooklands on a Grindlay- 
Peerless-J.A.P. to win The Motor Cycle Trophy for the first 
rider to collar the classic hour record at over 100 m.p.h. on a 
British track. Three years later he pushed the same record up 
to 110-odd m.p.h. on a Norton at Montlhéry; and ten months 
earlier, sharing the riding with dirt-track star Wal Phillips, he 
had helped put 306 miles into three consecutive hours with the 
same model at the same place. 

Bill prepared those machines himself, so his opinions on tuning 
carry some weight. And the importance of intelligent dismant- 
ling could not be better illustrated than by an anecdote from his 
Brooklands memories. It was October, 1928, ee eae 
the Grindlay off the scratch mark in the Wakefield C ——— 
cap.

to the enthusiast who grooms his own model, whether for racing 
or for the best possible efficiency on the open road? Precisely 
what is the Lacey touch? 

Really it boils down to common sense and an infinite capacity 
for taking pains—based on a genuine love of the work. The sort 
of love that has Lacey, at the age of 58, quitting his precision- 
engineering business in Slough and moving to Silverstone to 
devote all his time to tuning. Let us follow a model—racer or 
roadster—through Lacey’s workshop to get an idea what happens. 

First, the machine won't even get in the shop until it has 
been thoroughly washed down, for there is a state of almost 
clinical cleanliness inside. There is order in the layout of the 
tools and light in abundance. The stripping is not rushed, for 
all settings are noted: valve clearances, timing and 
lift; ignition timing and contact-breaker gap; compression ratio, 
carburettor settings and so forth. Findings are checked against 
the makers’ recommendations or, no data are available, 
kept as a basis for reassembly and possible experiment. 

Most makers quote the opening and closing points for valve 
timing and Lacey uses a dial indicator to determine the points 
precisely. The button of the indicator is brought to bear on

local rubbing; the cause must be traced and eliminated. Ball 
ay yee peony are checked — in ion of the tracks 
as far as possible (in a strong li and by feeling for roughness 
when rotating the bearings with the fingers. For this check « 
bearing must be entirely free from oil or grit and that is achieved 
by spinning the bearing while it is immersed horizontally i 
petrol. wang - which fail to pass the check must be renewed. 

All mating faces are tested for squareness after burrs and 
bruises have been removed with a file or scraper and bolt holes 
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have been dressed at the ends with a 90-degree rose-bit. 
Sumilar dressing is carried out at the ends of threaded stud 
holes after withdrawing the studs.) Faces are unlikely to be 
badly out except as a result of a crash or serious mechanical 
failure. But if, say, the crankcase halves did not mate . 
then each would set up in a lathe, using the main-bearing 
housing as a register, and the face remachined. That would 
necessitate correction of the crankshaft endfloat—as does dis- 
carding a paper gasket between the case halves. Lacey abhors 
a gasket for that joint and few British engines em one. 

Timing as well as transmission chains are ch for wear, 
cracks and signs of malalignment (wear on the sides of the 
sprocket teeth and the inner faces of the link plates). Teeth of 
tuming and gear-box pinions are stoned to remove sharp edges 
and give smooth pressure faces. Ends of bushes are lightly 
radiused with a bearing scraper. 

rhe aa open and the man without access to the special 
tackle required are warned not to attempt to split the crankshaft 
assembly. If a big-end bearing needs renewal, the work should 
be done by the ers or a specialist firm. Lacey, of course, has 
suitable tackle and splits the assembly if necessary. ing- 
rod alignment is checked with ground mandrels and any indica- 
tion of the rods having flung to one side is investigated: possi- 
bilities are a tapered crankpin or a discrepancy in the throw of 
the flywheels. 

Shaft alignment is vital when rebuilding the assembly and 
Lacey uses a workmanlike rig in preference to running the 
assembly beween centres (those in the shaft ends may have 
been damaged). The rig comprises two substantial angle blocks 
mounted on a base plate Bach block is bored horizontally 
through its shoulders to accept two precision i 
almost edge to edge. On the outer race of cach ing is 
pressed a hardened, almost knife-edge disc. The crank is 
lowered on to the discs and rotated slowly with a dial indicator 
bearing on the shafts at different points. A maximum error of 
0.000Sin (half a thousandth of an inch) is permitted. Greater 
errors in the plane at 90 degrees to the crankthrow are casily 
corrected by bumping one of the wheels at the Ngee pg int 
on a block of hardwood.

DIRTY PANNIERS 


THE LEATHERETTE pannier bags on 
my machine are extremely shabby in 
appearance as dirt and road grit have be- 
come ingrained. Could you describe the 
best method of cleaning the bags and re- 
storing them to a more presentable con- 
dition? P. HARTLEY 
Guildford. 


Use a good-quality soap obtainable from 
most leatherwork or shoe-repairing shops. 
Apply the soap with a clean, moist sponge, 
rinsing out the absorbed dirt frequently. 
Several applications may be necessary to 
remove all the ingrained dirt and it may 
be found best to tackle a small section of 
each bag at a time. When the work is 
completed the bags should be allowed to 
dry out slowly in a warm, dry room. Then 
polish the leatherette with a soft cloth. 
The final result should be clean, nicely 
polished bags and the appearance will be 
retained longer if you make a practice 
of applying a wax or silicone-base polish 
from time to time. 


TROUBLESOME WHEEL 


IN SPITE OF securely locking the rear- 
wheel spindle nuts on my six-fifty twin 
after adjusting the chain, I sometimes find 
that the chain has slackened after a few 
miles. Surely this could not be due to 
wear? E, WILiiaMs 
Gloucester. 


It is assumed that the spindle nuts, 
washers and rear fork ends are undamaged 
—particularly that their faces are abso- 
lutely flat. However, unless the adjusting 
bolts, which either push or pull the 
spindle, are properly tensioned after 
the spindle nuts have been tightened, the 
tendency is for the spindle to move 
forward in the slots once the power has 
been turned on, thus slackening the chain. 
The best practice is to cafry out the chain 
adjustment in the usual way. Tighten the 
spindle nuts and check the chain setting 
again. If all is well, tighten the adjusters 
so that they are lightly pushing (or pulling) 
rearward against the spindle before tight- 
ening their lock nuts. 

It might be noted that with a primary 
drive the chain will usually become tighter 
im use if the gear box retaining bolt(s) 
permits movement. Therefore, when re- 
setting a primary chain, tighten the 
adjuster to prevent rearward movement of 
the gear box after the retaining bolt has 
been pulled u

although the exhaust system was taken off 
complete, The ignition timing is correct. 
Can you suggest a cure? M. J. HAYNES 
Derby. 


When you decarbonized the cylinder 
head you probably cleaned the carbon 
from around the mouth of the exhaust 
port. This would tend to break the 
air-seal which the carbon had formed 
between the exhaust pipe and the port and 
perhaps the joint is now blowing slightly; 
it will seal as carbon forms. A leak at 
any point in the exhaust system is likely 
to cause backfiring and therefore you 
might check also the joint between the 
pipe and silencer. Another thought is that 
although the carburettor pilot-jet setting 
was not altered you would have removed 
the carburettor from the head. Was the 
joint remade properly? If not, an air leak 
will be occurring and the resultant weak 
mixture causing explosions in the silencer 
on the overrun. 


UNLADEN WEIGHT 


I INTEND to build a three-wheeler and 
would like to know the maximum unladen 
weight that will allow it to come within 
the £5 a year taxation group. Also what 
is meant by the term uniaden weight?

The unladen weight of your three- 
wheeler must not exceed 8cwt to qualify 
for the £5 tax. Unladen weight is de- 
fined in the Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949 as

OU can’t get the best from a visit 

to the Show without having a nose 

around the 7 to look at the 
tools—for quite a bit the pleasure of 
motor cycling stems from their use. If 
you are ordering 4 new model there will, 
of course, be a kit in the tool box when 
you take delivery. But at best it is in- 
tended only for day-to-day maintenance— 
you can scarcely expect the maker to equip 
your workshop 

That you must do yourself and prefer- 
ably by casy stages, for a small fortune 
can be spent on tools. There is no wisdom 
in laying out a lot of money on an 
elaborate gadget, however attractive, if it 
is going to be used only once in a blue 
moon. Better by far to buy the things 
you want piecemeal as the need arises. 

At Earls Court there is a fine selec- 
tion of really sound tools. The simplest 
is the ordinary open-ended spanner. But 
for all its simplicity it is worth buying 
the best you can afford—and that goes for 
all tools. Cheap open-ended spanners are 
liable to spread at the jaws and then they 
are a positive nuisance for they round the 
corners of nuts and bolts. The better- 
quality articles bear a reputable brand 
name and are made of high-duty steel,

such as chrome-vanadium. But don’t fall 
for the old catch of a brand new set of 
best-quality spanners offered by a stranger 
for a song. Make sure they are in Whit- 
worth or B.S.F. sizes (or AF if you have 
an Ariel Leader): a set of metric span- 
ners is of precious little use on a British 
machine ! 

Incidentally, a colleague speaks highly 
of the new Surpans open-ended spanner

boon for odd sizes of hexagon and I 
always carry a 4in model when awheel.

my first attempt I went straight out and 
bought three hefty 15in levers.

I would, however, state 
it is essential to use good-quality materials coupled with careful 
design from the viewpoint of strength and, of course, tensile 
strength for the samé thickness almost doubles if matched metal 
moulding is used as compared with the more popular lay-up 
method which does not require costly tooling.

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One of the snags delaying the 
start of vehicle tests is a legal 
point on lighting. As stated in last week’s issue, the law 
requires that the equipment shall be im order only when 
a vehicle is used during lighting-up hours. How, then, can 
a vehicle be failed for faulty lights in a test made during 
daylight? A legal quibble, no doubt, but serious enough 
for the Minister of Transport to arrange for an amendment 
to the Construction and Use Regulations. When the law 
is changed lighting will have to be up to scratch at all 
times. So what! you say. Well, how do trials riders stand? 
Most bogwheels are used without lighting equipment— 
which is better removed before it is knocked off. (There 
is no problem for scramblers since their machines are not 
normally used on public roads.) The Editor has already 
written to the Minister to ask whether an exception can 
be made for trials machines. One hopes that the A.C.U. 
will start moving to put the trials riders’ case officially.

As reported in last weck’s issue of The 
Motor Cycle, delegates attended a demon 
stration of special tests which were being 
considered for inclusion in future Inter 
national Six Days’ Trials. Although no 
definite decision was made, most delegates 
<oncluded that the tests were unsuitable 
rlowever, the offer of the Czechs to or- 
ganize the trial next year at Liberec (north 
of Prague, near the East German border) 
or Gottwaldov (headquarters in 1947, 1953 
and 1955) from Tuesday, September 14 to 
Sunday, September 19 was accepted.

FOLLOWERS OF hill 
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Reasons Why 


The Decline of Speedway 
Discussed by Famous Riders 


“ GPEED has become so much a part of 
the life of the average citizen that it 
is no longer a novelty for him.” In those 
words Fred Williams, world speedway cham- 
= of 1950 and 1953, summed up the 
eelings of many of those in the audience on 
the decline of speedway racing in the past 
few years. It was but one of the many 
interesting points to emerge from a discus- 
sion organized by the Sidcup Club at the 
Bull Hotel, Swanley, Kent, on Tuesday of 
last week. 

Tommy Price, Barry Briggs, Wal Phillips, 
Roy Craighead, Trevor Redmond, Bill Kit- 
chen, Phil Bishop: with such a galaxy of 
names, the discussion was bound to be 
lively. [he riders were unanimous in plac- 
ing most of the blame on promoters, pri- 
marily because track surfaces have become 
so slick due to the use of red shale that 
close racing is virtually impossible; secondly, 
the basis of awarding prize moncy gives no 
incentive for a win-or-bust effort. 

According to Wal Phillips, greyhound 
racing was to blame, as speedways were 
almost invariably inside dog tracks, thus 
restricting length and shape. He would like 
to see fast, banked circuits with a deep cinder 
surface. Numerous other suggestions were 
put forward for the decline but nobody ex- 

ressed a wish to persevere with novelty 
eatures such as handicap races or sidecar 
events. Greater effort, and change of opinion 
among promoters, were required for a revival 
of interest. 

During the evening it was revealed that 
Barry Briggs may possibly be carrying out 
tests in the near future with a special one- 
off A.J.S. engine in a frame of his own 
Soe. The engine is being prepared by 
Jack Williams of the A.M.C. racing depart- 
ment

Pioneer Dies 


We regret to report that Bertram Marians, 

chairman and director of Phelon and 
Moore, Ltd., makers of Panther motor cycles, 
died last Sunday evening after a long illness.
